Have all along fpar’d a Part of this Pa- 

pes for the Affair of the Coal-Trade, 
another Point in which we were falling 
even Legally, and Magiftratic Hy into the 
moſt pte poſterous Error; by which we 
ſbould in off Year put it into the Power 
ot about 24°b826 Men, to have raifed a 
Tax of an Huadred Thoufand Pounds a 
Year upon tie City of London 3 and have 
made many Thouſaad Families of Sailers, 
Owners of Ship:, Mafters, and poor Keel- 
men, the moft Sabjected Slaves that ever 
this Free Nstioa lav, or perhaps heard of. 

They were came to that Height bere, 
ag 1 have already noted, That no Man 
could fell his Coals at all, but ſuch-as the 
Ten Lightermen pleas'd; and they fre 
quently Met, and fec what Price they 
pleas’d upon the M rket 5 Declaring by 
their Adfolute Authority, That no Man 
fhould S Il for more. 

At New - Caſt le, the Contractors were 
come to that Height, that they bad E- 
tedted a Coal- Chamber, or Coal - Office; 


where they made By-Laws, impos d Regu- 
lations and Fines upon the poor Keelmen, 
by their own Arbitrary Authority: And 1 
cennot but bumbly Propofe it to thaſe 
Gendemeo, That they would prepare to 
defend thofe Pra@ices very Vigorouſiy bo- 
fore the next Parliament; where J can 
affure them, they will be ſet in a very clear 
Light; and where no Combination, Sup 
port of miftaken Magiftrates, or Power 
over the Opprefs’d Keelmen will be of any 
Ufe to them; and where, if I am not very 
mach Miftaken in what 1 bave feen aud pe- 
rus‘d, aod have by me to produce, there 
will not want evidence of Fact to Convict 
them of moft unſufferable Oppreffions. 
They may read ſometbing of their Fate 
in the Confequence of the late Hearing 
before the Council preſent; where the 
Combination ot the Collier-Mafters was 
apparently prov'd to be a Neceſſity they 
were driven to in their ows Defence. a- 
gainft a Contrac at New-Cafile, more 
juſtiy call’ a Combiaation ; and by cee 
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the Trade was brought to the Brink of 
Ruin, as will be feen by the By-Laws,or Re- 
gulatioas of the Coal-Chamber above-faid, 
which I Publiſb'd in my Laft; where they 
take upon them to Appoint whet Price 
the Foreiga fhall pay, what Price the 
Coafting Trade thall pay, and what the 
London Trade; is which the London- 
Trade was always to pay more by 12 4. 
and 6 d. per Chaldron than others; and 
in a Letter written by a certain Offi · 
cer of the Coal - Office above, to his Deal - 
er in London, the Original ot which I have 
by me, and ſhall 1 on Occafions, after 
having Deferib d their new Mesſures, he 
concludes, And now it may be ſeen, THAT 
Jr THE CONTRACT HOLD, the MaBers 
fozl have no Coals in this River, bus ar the 
Office foall direct. 

And what ſnall we fay for the poor Keele 
men, viz. The Men that carry the Coals 
dows the Tyne in Veſſels like Lighters, 
cal d Keets, and Load them on Board the 
Ships: Thefe are, as I am inform’d, not 
fewer than Four Thoufand Men, befides 
their Families. The Intertuption of the 
Trade has taken their Employment from 
them, aud they are left Starving, and io 
the utmoſt Diftrefs. They are not fo Ig: 
norant as not to know the Contract, as they 
call it, tbat is the Combination of the Coal: 
Owners at New · Caſt le, and the Lightermen 
at London, ij the Cauſe of it: And it is a 
Wonder to me, I confefs, that Mifery and 
Poverty bas not provoked them toDemolifh 


the Contrad j 2 Way no honeft Man can 
defire them to do ite Bue Hunger knous 
no Laws 3 and es Oppreffion makes a wife 
Man mad, ſo want of Bread makes honeft 
Men Thieves, peaceable Men ‘Camultuous ; 
and had theſe poor People fallen into any 
Exceſſes, as they have been hardly kept 
from, I muſt own the Coal-Owsers ought 
to have Anſwer'd for the Confequence. 
Nor can the Magiftrates of New · Caſtle 
ſpeaking with all poſſible Refpe&, them · 
felves be unconcern'd, vpon whom the 
Care of keeping the Peace there, lyes. And 
no doubt they ought 10 fuppofe,the Direct ions 
given by ber Majefty to the Lord Mayor, 
and Aldermen of London, conceras them 
aiid, wiz. That they ſhouid take Care to 
Difcountenance and Diffolve thefe Origi- 
nal Combinations, which have been the 
Occafion of this Iaterruption of the Trade, 
that it may be Open and Free as formerly; 
and the Employment of the Poor, which is 
their Bread, mayno more be taken from 
them. And this is the beft way to keep
